MATTER OF FACT 

Lakeville school district, parents clash over BLM posters in classrooms 


L ast week, one of the Lakeville 
Area Schools’ internal emails 
made its way onto parents’ 
screens. It pertained to a let¬ 
ter addressed from the district’s 
director of administrative services to super¬ 
intendent Michael Baumann. 

‘'Recently a number of employees have 
inquired about the possibility of displa 5 dng 
Black Lives Matter posters in their class¬ 
rooms,” the letter explained. “Based on 
an analysis and interpretation of School 
Board Policy 535... displa 5 dng such posters 
by employees in the workplace would be in 
violation of this policy.” Policy 535 controls 
political messages in the classroom. The 
district is supposed to “maintain neutral¬ 
ity to all political campaigns and issues.” 

“While it may be the case that some 
employees are simply makingamore generic 
non-political statement that ‘Black Lives 
Matter’ without intending to convey any 
political positions, it is nevertheless likely 
that there will be a perception on the part 


of others that they are endorsing specific 
political issues,” the letter continues. Issues 
like “defimdingthe police.” 

This didn’t mean the district had “a lack 
of commitment” to race issues and equity, 
just a “commitment to creating and foster¬ 
ing a nonpartisan culture in our schools.” 

Several parents attended the district’s 
school board meeting, masked up and ready 
to share some choice words. This, they 
insisted, was not a “political” matter at all. 

“I’m concerned that we’re running away 
from discussions on real issues that are 
impacting our world.... Again, this is not 
about politics, this is about humanity,” one 
parent said. 

“I am disappointed and disgusted at the 
email,” another parent said. “The past five 
months have been extremely heartbreaking 
and traumatic to our nation and our world. 
As a Black mother to Black sons, the district 
sending out an email censoring and stifling 
much-needed conversation at this time is 
absolutely reprehensible.” 


If the district was committed to inclusivity 
and addressing race issues, several parents 
said, they’d like to know exactly how they 
were going to handle that conversation. 

Superintendent Baumann said “as abira- 
cial male,” he felt a lot of the issues being 
brought up. But this, he said, was about 
comporting with policy. 

“This superintendent is not runningff om 
the issue of the conversation... around race,” 
he said. “That message was about posters... 
and I am being consistent with the policy 
we have in the school district. Does that 
policy need to be looked at? I would say yes.” 

Baumann issued a follow-up statement 
to district families explaining the situation. 

“My interpretation of School Board 
Policy 535 that I articulated in the memo 
was specific to staff putting up these post¬ 
ers,” he wrote. “I acknowledge the impact 
for many was hurtful.” 

He said Lakeville Area Schools stood 
against racism and bigotry, and that con¬ 
versations about these subjects were “sup¬

ported” and “important.” He also acknowl¬ 
edged there was “much work to be done” 
to demonstrate anti-racism in the district. 

“As superintendent of this district, I lead 
this effort. Black lives do matter,” he wrote. 

He said the district would provide listen¬ 
ing sessions for students, staff, and families 
to offer feedback and pursue anti-racism 
practices, and that more information would 
be shared in the coming weeks. The district 
declined to comment outside of this state¬ 
ment. -HANNAH JONES

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RIP ALDO MORONI 

The iconic local artist and world builder 
has died from cancer

L ast winter, Aldo Moroni 
learned that he had terminal 
stage 4 pancreatic cancer. It 
was cruel news; Moroni had 
just moved into a new studio 
space in the California Building and was 
preparing to start several new, multi¬ 
year projects. 

“All of a sudden everything changed,” 
Moroni told City Pages last November. 

Sunday night, Aldo Moroni Studios 
posted a simple image, announcing that 
the inevitable had happened. 

Moroni was an influential artist world¬ 
wide, but also in the Twin Cities, collabo¬ 
rating with and mentoring local talents, 
working out of the California Building 
for over 20 years. Minnesotans may be 
familiar with quite a few of his public 
art pieces. Life of Our State State of Our 
Lives can be seen at the State Capitol, and 
This River This Place, commissioned for 
the Federal Reserve Building, features a 
3D map of the upper Midwest. 

Moroni is also known for his world¬ 


building projects, multi-year events where 
he would construct miniature villages and 
cities and invite revelers to drink wine 
and wreck them, only for him to return 
to rebuilding on top of the destruction. 
His most epic version was titled Babylon. 
In 2017, he celebrated 40 years in the art 
world with Trumptopia, a landscape of 
clay buildings exploring the impact that 
the Trump years would have on art. 

“Artists have a responsibility to be politi¬ 
cal and make a statement,” Moroni told us 
before the opening reception. “That’s why 
I’m doing Trumptopia. You need to step 
up to the plate. You need to have a voice.” 


His flnal project, MRX. - Mesoamerican 
Experience, was to be a flve-year work-in- 
progress that would chronicle the history 
of Mesoamerica, touching on ancient 
societies like the Maya and Aztec, Spanish 
Imperialism, the Republic, and present- 
day Mexico. In the weeks following the 
announcement of his diagnosis, the piece 
became a community effort, as Moroni’s 
gallery hosted a handful of parties where 
folks were invited to help make buildings 
to add to the sculpture. 

Shortly after graduating from MC AD, 
Moroni got his big break in the late ’70s. 
Martin Friedman, former director at the 


Walker Art Center, invited him to be part 
of a group show. 

While Moroni was originally from 
Chicago, he spent most of his life in 
Minneapolis, creating art and raising 
two sons. He was a recipient of major 
fellowships from the big names around 
town: McKnight, Bush, and Jerome. His 
work has toured throughout the world. 

“I always wondered, ‘What do they 
think about this crazy guy from Minne¬ 
sota that makes little houses?”’ Moroni 
pondered in a City Pages interview from 
2017. 

Moroni continued to create after his 
cancer diagnosis, raising funds for the 
Legacy Makers Place in the California 
Building. Once the pandemic slows down, 
the plan is to use the space for classes, 
workshops, and receptions for emerging 
and underfunded artists. 

“I think the only way I can cope is 
that I work my way through it,” he told 
us in 2019. “The day will come, but it’s 
not today.” 03

eople got into all kinds of stuff 
during the C OVID-19 lock¬ 
down-calligraphy, basket- 
making, sourdough starter. 
“IVe just been getting Twitter 
banned,” laughs niiice. vocalist/guitarist 
Roddie Gadeberg. ‘Tve gotten banned twice 
in quarantine.” 

The short version: Last year, when Ben 
Shapiro was trending for... a reason, Gade¬ 
berg tweeted something to the effect of: 'T 
could kill and eat Ben Shapiro and not lose a 
minute of sleep over it.” (‘Which, I think, is 
pretty tame!”) The cuck pundit’s army found 
the tweet and started spamming niiice.’s 
account, and though Gadeberg was having 
aball—he spent hours on the couch fighting 
with middle-aged women tweeting things 
like “niiice. is a menace to society”—they got 
banned. Repeatedly. They’ve lost thousands 
of followers, multiple times. 

“I’ve lost a total of like, three niiice. 
accounts and four personal accounts in the 
past year,” Gadeberg says, still laughing. 
Drummer Sage Livergood shakes his head. 
‘We’re trying to make it a bit, but undeni¬ 
ably, it is horrible.” 

The thing is, the members of the Min¬ 
neapolis emo trio are (if you’re not Ben 
Shapiro) super nice. They laugh a bunch, 
compliment each other almost as often, and 
love to talk about how much they love their 
friends. (“I would be lying if I said I wasn’t 
hesitant of sitting down with a three-piece 
band comprised of all white dudes, but the 
more we talk the more they grow on me,” 
ANCHR Magazine contributor Sage Shem- 
roske wrote last year.) Their second LP, out 
Friday, is in fact calledlntemetFnends, and 
the video for single “Shlonkey Kong” is a 
Skype singalongwith abunch of their bud¬ 
dies: Mover Shaker, Beach Bunny, Granddad, 
Stars Hollow, and other Brace Cove and 
Chatterbot Records labelmates. 

With a title that sounds like it was writ¬ 
ten as we all tried to maintain our rela¬ 
tionships over Google Hangouts during 
quarantine, you’d be forgiven for thinking 
Internet Friends is a pandemic lockdown 
record. Plus, there’s a lot of indoor-kid talk 
on here. “If I ever go outside again I’ll text 
every one of my friends,” Gadeberg sings 
on the noodly “Trademarked.” On “Free 
Earl”: “Keep your distance, give me some 
space.” On “Sugar Smacks”: “I’m tired of 
feeling bored.” 

But this is standard stuff for the band 
that turned “I don’t think I want to leave 
my house again” into one of the most satis- 
fyingly scream-along-able bridges ever on 


2019’s Never Better. And though Internet 
Friends “leaked” last week (whothefuck- 
leakedtheniiicealbum.com), the songs have 
been around for a while; niiice. started 
recording demos last fall and had it ready 
to go months ago. 

Uncertainty, insecurity, anxiety... all the 
emo-hallmark -tys that have gotten some¬ 
how harder to navigate since COVED hit are 
here on these deeply personal and sneaky- 
confessional songs—you know, the kind that 
cover up and compensate for the fact that 
you’re barely getting by with anoisy brash¬ 
ness that says, “No really, I’m fine!!!” There 
are a lot of lines about sta 5 dng inside, getting 
high, and not getting out of bed. 

As for what actually inspired the record’s 
lyrical listlessness and lack of motivation: “A 
relationship I’d been in for a longtime was 
kind of falling apart or coming to its end, 
and that was hard,” Gadeberg says. “I tend 


to, whenever I’m going through stuff, kind 
of fold in and not talk to anybody about it, 
just internalize everything.” 

The five songs on Never Better were 
recorded over two midnight-to-six-am. ses¬ 
sions, which helped fuel its chaotic caffeine- 
and-adderall feeling. Internet Friends still 
sounds like a garage-rock record, which it 
literally is—bassist Abe Anderson recorded 
it in his parents’ garage. But given months to 
record,IntemetFriends elongates its anxiety, 
feeling somehow as bleak, but less panicked, 
more polished. 

There are S 5 mths. There are harmonies. 
Tons of guitar. (‘“Lockjaw’ had like 70 tracks 
on it when we finished it,” Anderson says. 
“There’s like, six or seven guitar parts going 
on at the same time.”) And his parents’ garage 
sounds pretty good. (Hey Minneapolis bands, 
record in Abe’s parents’ garage!) 

If an 3 Thing, Internet Friends sounds 


too right—too painfully immediate and 
energized, too much like you’re in that 
garage with them. The feedback spilling 
from the instrumental intro track into in¬ 
earnest opener “Trademarked” builds that 
set-starting anticipation. It feels like you’re 
about to get your eardrums blown out as you 
sweat on and sing along with your friends. 

Of course, you’re not. For a band that’s 
used to playing, like, 10 shows a month, that’s 
what sucks the most. So much of the fun 
they have is in pla 3 dng these songs in some 
steamy basement while everyone jumps 
around and chugs Hamm’s. 

Before the pandemic, niiice. had planned 
three weeks on the West Coast with Michi¬ 
gan’s Charmer (“12 days in legal weed coun¬ 
try...” Gadeberg sighs) and were supposed 
to play Fest next month (“Oh fuck, don’t 
remind me,” Livergood groans). Instead, 
they’re here in Minneapolis, and we’re 
talking about shows (remember shows?) 
over Zoom. 

“I miss shows a lot,” Gadeberg says. 
Livestreams might be fine for their friends, 
but personally? “I fucking hate that shit- 
playing, solo, to a camera when you know 
people are watching but you have no way 
to gague their interest in what’s going on.” 

“The songs sound live, that’s kind of the 
point,” Livergood adds. It feels nice to finally 
have the record out—after postponing its 
release once, they didn’t want to kick the 
can any further. “What I’m actually more 
scared about than releasing this album is 
that I’m not going to have an 3 l;hing to look 
forward to. That’s kind of been the only 
thing keeping me going.” 

Well, that and their friends, many of whom 
make appearances here. Colleen Dow from 
Chicago’s Thank You I’m Sorry (where Liv¬ 
ergood also drums) plays cello, and the horns 
on the end of “Lockjaw” come courtesy of 
Skatune Network checker-genius Jeremy 
Hunter. 

“That’s why it’s IntemetFriends—it was 
made by our internet friends,” Livergood 
says. 

“Doing it ourselves and having our fiiends 
do the stuff thatwe couldn’tkind of matched 
the vibe ofthe whole record,” adds Gadeberg. 
“So much ofthe stuff we’ve accomplished 
has been because of the internet and the 
friends we’ve made through ftickingTwitter.” 

Someday (maybe) there will be shows 
again, and when there (maybe) are, you 
can hear these songs the way they were 
really meant to be heard.

Roger 

That 

He loves me not? 

I ’m a thirty-something gay man mar¬ 
ried to a thirty-something gay man. 
For almost two years, we’ve been 
seeing another pair ofmarried men.
